The archivist of Canada should preserve that 
photograph now e®ppearing in the coast papers, of 
the first gold brick to come from a new mine in 
the Cariboo country, where a gold rush is being

brick. The brick, however, bears a legend “117%-ib 
Troy, value $30,000." 

Having at great expense extracted the gold from 


the rocks where Nature had hidden it, the four 


photographed men will hand it over to the gov- 
ernment in return for $30,000 in currency. The 
government will then hide it safely away again in 
another hole in the ground, It will not be minted 
into coins. Gold is soft and has few industrial uses 
outside of gilding signs and filling teeth, yet when 
this soft and rather useless metal is put back in a 
hole in the ground at Ottawa, by some mysterious 
process the country becomes safe and money be- 
comes “sound.” 

Gold usually costs as much to produce as it is 
rated on the money markets. One would think that 
the paper currency issued against it would be 
sounder, if all the labor that goes into the produc- 
tion of these useless gold bricks had gone into 
public works, or the production of useful articles 
of a lasting nature. It is all a mystery—and it is 
just as much a mystery to those who most loudly 
proclaim the merits of the gold standard. 


Just at present the gold standard is a subject 
of much questioning. There was a time when the 
gold standard was accepted as gospel. To question 
its virtue was akin to sacrilege. The older men 
among the Canadian bankers stiil cleave to the 
gold standard. The younger men either question 
its merits or disavow its charm. J. M. Keynes, the 
British economist and chairman of the great Mid- 
land Bank calls the gold standard “a barbarous 
relic,’ and charges that it has “betrayed all the 
hopes of its friends.” 

He says: 

The countries which are off gold have had 
more stable prices; their exchanges have settled 
down at a figure at which their export indus- 
tries can live in relation to world competition; 
and their central banks, freed from the task of 
having to protect their gold reserves, can with- 
out any anxiety, maintain low rates of interest 
and abundant credit suited to their domestic 
needs.

After all, the task is not the increased sense of 
security which some aged banker or coupon clipper 
feels, but how do the masses of a country fare. 
Is employment plentiful? Is trade healthy? Is a 
country happy’? Are its people free from want? 
What boots it, matter how “sound” a rich 
coupon-clipper may regard the currency in which 
he is paid, if the masses are idle, the factories closed 
or operating at a loss, the farmers unable to pay 
their debts and the great bulk of the working class 
unable to pay taxes or driven to subsist on relief?

During the last year, there has been a change in the rules of play 
which may not be thoroughly understood by basketball! fans. There 
is now @ heavy black line drawn across the centre of the court, and 
in an effort to prevent “stalling,” the new rule makes it necessary for 
the defensive team to advance the bal! out of the defensive zone and 
over this centre line within ten seconds after gaining posession of the 
ball. Suppose—as is generally the case—that all five opponents of the 
team holding the ball retreat into their own territory, back of the 
centre line. If only three, or even four, of the advancing players cross 
the centre line, then those three or four players are pitted against the 
opponents’ five, since the ball must not be passed back of the centre 
line to the “standing guard.” If the two teams are at all evenly 
matched, it is apparent that the three or four advancing players 
not have much chance of working their way through a five-r 
defence, and this is the chief reason why al! five of our players advanc 
to the centre line or beyond.

Forebear of Famous Auto- 
mobile Makers Survey- 
or there in 1793 


One hundred and forty-one years | 


ago a surveycr on the staff of John 


Graves Simcoe, first Lieutenant-

is an attractive layout of house 
lawn and rocker) The rockery 
should be planned with great care 
in accordance with the ize of 
your space, as it must seem neither 
petty nor ove whelming in aspect 
There are several types of rock 
| gardens—alpine, desert woodsy 
wild, ete, and the planting should 
be consistent with the type chosen 
Sometimes a rockery will be partly 
in shade, partly in the sunshine 
thus necessitating two iypes of 
planting. Unity can still be main- 
tained, however, by avoiding ex- 
treme Every plant in the rocker 
need not be true to type, but the 


general feeling of the garden should 
be consistent with the type chosen 

‘The property in which this gar 
den pictured is situated is an av- 
erage sized city lot, on a north slope 
in the midst of many trees, mostly 
evergreens. The reac of the lot is 
about 15 feet higher than the rest 
of the property. The double gurage 
takes up one corner. The other reat 
has a level space, then dips 


corner 
down to the lawn below, thus creat 
ing a natural situation for a rock 
garden. As there is a group of trees 
on the upper level and several on 
the slope, the garden is the woodsy 
ty pe 

The whole rear area |s a single 
picture with the rockery as the cen- 
tre of interest. The garden has 


pleasing mass effects in both rocks 
The lower and larger 
pool is fed by the rill and by the 
upper pool which spills over the 
rocks in a natural manner. The rill 
has its source in a wee pool under 
an overhanging rock

rial have been used. A massing of | 
cotoneaster lies at the top in the 
partial sunlight. Group of azaleas, 
clumps of native fern in varietie 
a bank of vinca minor, mahonia 
and prostrate junipers form the | 
foundation for the planting.
